HE BUILDING of the Panama Canal by 
Uncle Sam can be fittingly referred to as the 
greatest engineering achievement in the his-

The Hon. John Barrett, Director of the Pan- 
American Union for fourteen years, in a recent dis- 
cussion of the new trade prospects between the two 
continents as a direct result of the opening of the 
Panama Canal, brought out some interesting facts 
and figures on the subject. 

At the annual dinner of the Trafhe Club of Pitts- 
burgh the other week, he urged his audience, guests 
and members of a traffic club in a district which 
has 175,000,000 tons of freight annually, the great- 
est of any district in the world, to get ready for the 
opening of the Panama Canal. 

Director Barrett points out that the public mind 
has lingered too long on the fact that the canai is 
a great engineering achievement.

‘“‘We have thought so much about this,’”’ says Mr. 
Barrett, ‘“‘that we are prone to feel now that the 
work is accomplished, that there is nothing more to 
do. The work of the people is but to begin. The 
trade will not open of its own accord; it must be 
worked for. Other countries have made much more 
preparation than we have.”’

The 
Panama Canal is not a royal road to each work- 
shop; it is merely one necessary link, useless to us 
unless we supply the other links.”’

Another, $15,000 business, Overhead Expense 2514 per 
cent, showed a net loss of $892, as only 24 per cent on 
an average was added to cost. 

\nother, $72,000 business, Overhead Expense 17% per 
cent, showed a net profit of 4™% per cent or $3,060. Av- 
erage added to cost of material and labor being 27% per 
cent to gain this result. 

Another $53,000 business, Overhead Expense nearly 25 
per cent, showing a net profit of $4,855, or over 9 per 
cent, because figures show that material and labor had 
nearly 54 per cent added to make this satisfactory show- 
Ing. 

\nother, $129,000 business, Overhead Expense 14 per 
cent, shows a clear profit of $9,890, or over 7% per cent, 
to gain this result being over 27 per cent added to cost. 

\nother, $54,000 business, Overhead Expense 17 per 
cent, net gain $4,025, about 16™% per cent, to gain which

quired radiation as above we have 459 sq. ft. Whether 
this amount of radiation or the amount proposed by cor- 
respondent (537 sq. ft.) is placed, the present boiler of 
1.000 sq. ft. capacity is sufficient in size for the work. 

The main flow and return pipes as at present installed 
are amply large for the work if the branch connections 
to radiators are made as required for the Honeywell 
System. The branches to the 90 sq. ft. radiator in the 
parlor are shown 1! inches in size. These pipes both 
flow and return should be 114 inch, and they should be 
taken from the main flow and return pipes by B con- 
nections. The flow and return branches to the large radi- 
ator in the dining room are shown on correspondent’s 
sketch as being 1), inch in size. These branches should 
be 1 inch in size and should be taken from the main flow 
and return by B connections. 

The branches to the radiator in bed room (48 sq. ft.) 
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ire shown 1'4 inch in size. These should be 3; inch and 
they sould be taken from the main flow and return by an 
\ connection. The new radiator which correspondent 
proposes to install in the dining room should be about 
50 sq. tt. in size and the branches to this radiator, both 
flow and return, should be 3, inch and they should be con 
nected to the flow and return mains by A connections 
The size of flow and return pipes for use with the 
Honeywell System is tigured by the valve area at the 
radiators; that is to say, the area of the valves used on 
the radiators. The end of the main, which in this case 
terminates at the radiator in the sitting room, is 1! 


inch in. size. \t the end should 


ve placed a 1! inch 
x 1 inch elbow which supplies a t-inch riser to this radi- 
ator; the valve being 1 inch in size. The 1'%-inch branch 
supplying the 90 ft. radiator is run 114 inch under the 
radiator and a 1% x 1-inch elbow is used to supply a 1 
inch valve for this radiator 

The area of a 1t-inch valve is .78 sq. in.: therefore a 
2-inch main, area 3.14 sq. in., is more than ample to supply 
these two radiators. The next radiator supplied is the 
proposed new radiator in the dining room, The valve for 
this radiator is 34 inch, area .44 sq. in.; adding this to 


the valve area already supplied will show that the 2-inch 
main is still fully large for this work. The next radiator 
supphed is the large radiator in the dining room which 
requires a 1-inch valve lherefore, addine .78. the area 
of a 1-inch valve, to the amount already figured, gives a 
total of 2.81 sq. in \s the present flow and return pipe 
is 2! inch up to this point (a 24-inch pipe having an 
area of 4.90 sq. in.) it is more than ample in size for the 
service demanded of it. The last radiator figured which 
is the first radiator supphed by this main, ts the 48 sq. ft 
radiator in the bed room. This requires a 34-inch valve 
and connection, area .44 sq. in. 

We have gone over this matter step by step in order 
that correspondent may determine for himself just what ts 
necessary in the way of pipe sizes, and we show on the 
sketch a detail of the A and B connections. 

In general we would say, in answer to correspondent’s 
question, that the addition of the extra radiating surtace 
suggested will be more than ample for the work in hand. 
The principal correction will be to change the size and 
method of connecting the branches, and the sizes. oft 
valves, and, having made these changes, we teel sure that 
a proper circulation will be established through all the 
radiators on the system. 

It may he possible that the boiler installed does not 
have 1,000 sq. ft. of capacity as stated, or that the chimney 
flue is not of such size as will allow the boiler to de 
velop its full power. The flue should be carefully ex 
amined and if the conditions are right it should be pos- 
sible to start a circulation through the whole system and 
get a return circulation back to the boiler in at least 
thirty minutes from the time the fire is hghted. 

Nothing is said with reference to the 1%-inch main sup 
plying the two radiators at the rear of the building, there- 
fore we Suppose that these heat properly. 


USE OF BACK WATER VALVES. 

Editor “Domestic Engineering:’—I have had consider- 
able trouble with back water in cellars in houses located 
on the bank of a river. When water reaches high level 
it backs up into the cellars, particularly in those that are 
deep. First I placed the sewer valve on the main line of 
the sewer near the wall, but as a trap was used from the

San Francisco and Vicinity. 


The showers that for the last week have visited Cali- 





fornia have helped greatly to strengthen the hopes and 
increase the prospects of the trade. All visitors from 
the interior report that the crops are in excellent condi- 
tion and consequently business will be much improved 
over that of 1913. There is a great deal of estimating 
being done on the jobs that will be given out in the near 
future 

lf there were any dissatistied Or pessimistic people in 
the plumbing and heating lines, they certainly disap- 
peared this week from San Francisco. Not one com- 
plaint is heard. Every plumbing contractor appears to 
be rushing either with a job already landed or with an 
estimate on one that he is going to land. But there is 
work, work galore, and plenty of optimism everywhere. 

An $11,000 plumbing and gasfitting contract for a seven- 
story and basement Class-B reinforced structure on 137 
has been placed with the J. Looney

California Street 
Co., Ine. 

The San Francisco Board of Public Works has awarded 
to Scott & Co. the contract for installing a water supply 
in the new city hall for $13,475, and to Hl. W. Johns- 
Manville Co. the contract for furnishing underground 
conduit materials for the municipal railway for approxi- 
mately $10,000, 

The cast iron pipe business is picking up. Inquiries 
are coming more freely. Several large contracts have 
been awarded, and trainloads of cast iron pipes have been 
shipped to Arizona.

The concession for all public toilets 
was secured several months ago by the Western Sanitary 
a 

The Seott Co. reports being at work on the water sup- 
ply system in the new City Hall. The system consists of 
two S-inch tire pumps, two 24-inch domestic water 
pumps, both centrifugal. It is a pneumatic water system 
with two pressure tanks, seven feet in diameter and 20 
feet long; two storage tanks 14 feet in diameter, 10 feet 
high: two tilters, 10 feet in diameter and 9 feet high. 
The house pumps are arranged so that they can pump 
either from the city’s well or trom Spring Valley mains 
in the street, and the gate valves controlling this bypass 
are hydraulically operated. The motors operating the 
fire pumps are 75 h. p., and the motors operating the 
house pump are 15 h. p.
